AND FAMILY ARRIVE. 


DECLARES RECOGNITION BY 
AMERICA ESTABLISHES 
GOVERNMENT. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, May  13.—Armas 
Saastamoinen, designated by 
Helsingfors government to repre- 
sent it in Washington, arrived here 
today with his family and two sec- 
retaries aboard the steamship Fred- 
erick VII from Copenhagen. 
He learned as he stepped ashore 
that Secretary Lansing in Paris on 
May 7 announced that the United 
States officially recognized the in- 
dependence of the do facto govern- 
ment of Finland and that, in con- 
sequénee, he would be its duly ac- 
credited Minister in Washington. 

Delighted at the news that the 
United States had followed the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in recognizing 
the government headed by Gen. Gus- 
taf Mannerheim, as regent. Mr. 
Saastamoinen said: 
“Tt ie the greatest thing that has 
ever befallen the people of Finland. 
It places our government on firm 
ground.” 

Bolshevism has been entirely 
eliminated from Finland. according 
to the Minister, who said that “for 
more than a year the situation has 
been quite satisfactory, both exter- 
nally and internally.”

SOME APPEAR sTUNNED BY 
THE PEACE TREATY; . 


OTHERS SAY SIGN,

COBLENZ’ (Germany) May 10 
‘via London) May 13.—Resignation 
is the chief characteristic of the 
Rhineland’s attKude toward the 
peace terma. 

This is the substance of a number 
of reports based on a careful in- 
quiry by representatives of the Third 
American Army and made available 
for correspondents’ use today. 

As might be expected, these in- 
vestigators say the common people 
have widely-divergent views on ‘he 
subject. but on the whole they ap- 
pear more or less stunned. Many 
seem crushed—others are showing 
a spirit of bravado. Several Ger- 
man officials say the terms are more 
severe than they expected, and, al- 
though it is necessary for the Ger- 
man delegates to argue against some 
of those imposed, they feel there 
is little elee to do but to sign. 

Many individual, expressions 
opinion were gath 4d by Americans. 
One German reports civilians with 
whom - spoke do not expect Ger- 
many to accept the terms, They 
eay they cannot #ée how the peo- 
ple are able to pay “the enormous 
indemnities” demanded by the Al- 
lies, if their commerce is restricted 
to certain limits, all their colonies 
confiscated and, in addition, they 
must cede territory belouging to the 
mainiand. 

They say the resources of Ger- 
many alone are insufficient to }er- 
mit the payment of indemunities for 
generations to oome. If they are to 
be subjected to Reavy taxation for 
laf Indefinite peri they ask what 
le the use to sign the peace treuty.

How are we to pay gold 
when there is nohe; goods if We have 
neither money nor credit nor ships, 
ifthe Allies have taken them 
from us? 

“If the Allies are to aid industry 
in o@cupied territory and not in oc- 
cupled Germany, the interior of the 
Country will be left in bad shape. 
Equality must exist throughout @er- 
many in order to satisfy the people 
and to restore peace time condl- 
tions. However, it does no good to 
become excited. Germany is the 
under dog, and the only salvation, 
after all, lies in acceptance. What 
else is there to do about it?” 

A busfhess man said the German 
people afe resigned to almost any 
terms, that while the conditions are 
very harsh, they still are not so 
bad as some persons anticipated, and 
‘they would rather see Germany ac- 
cept than invite the consequences 
of refusal. Another said that while 
many customers were making reck- 
leas statements regarding a refusal 
to sign, they terely were bluffing.

To bring failure to this deed 
of humanity would be of use only 
to the proteetors. of the Bolshevik 
regime, and would help to prolong 
their domination.

The 
Salvation Army, County Farm, Sev- 
enth-street school, Norwalk State 
Hospital, and other institutions re- 
ceived supplies from the catch. In- 
| dividuals who applied at the ice 
house were given two or three fish 
until the supply was exhausted at 
10:30 o'clock. 

The commission reported yester- 
day that the market is being glutted 
with all kinds of fish on account of 
the heavy run now being experienced 
by fishermen. Truckloads of barra- 
cuda were peddied on the streets, 
especially at the harbor, oftimes 
the peddlers selling a fish weighing 
eight pounds for 10 céntsa. The com- 
mission says the end of the heavy 
run of fish is not in, sight, warns 
fishermen that the present intensive 
methods of fishing are wasteful, and 
that it would be far better to leave 
tons of fish tn the sea at the pres 
ent time than to have them £0 
a-begging ashore. The fishermen 
generally are tremendously interest - 
ed in the facilities for freezing fish 
at the harbor to store up a supply 
during overproduction periods like 
the present.

Annual Convention of the Los 
Angeles Diocese. 


To Present Topics of Local 
and National Import, 
Creating Post of Assistant 
Bishop to be Asked. 


The annual convention of the 
diocese of Los Angeles, of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church which 
convenes today, will be the most 
important church gathering since 
the diocese was formed and Bishop 
Johnson elected twenty-three years 
ago. 

After an episcopate begining in 
1896 end extending to the present 
time, Bishop Johnson, it is said, will 
today ask for an assistant bishop tn 
order to provide for the great in- 


crease in the growth of the church 
and the multiplication of congrega- 


tions within the eight counties of 
Southern California. 
During the twenty-three years 


Bishop Johnson has been the head 
of the diocese the church has 
trebied in numbers and the parishes

built, and a great many parish halls 
and rectories have also been erected. 
The present value of the church

Besides the direct spiritual work 
of the diocese, Bishop Johnson has 


been inetrumental in founding a 
number of eduicational and ~phil- 
anthropic Institutions, which are 


among the largesi and most impor- 
tant organisations wi the Southland, 
Among them are the Hos«pita!l of the 
Good Samaritan, the neichborhood 
settiement, a unique philanthropy 
without a rival in extent and useful- 
ness In caring for the poor and needy 
and otherwise improving socia! condi- 
tions in the city, the Harvard Mili- 
tary School, with more than 300 stu- 
dents, and the bishops’ school for 
girlie, located at La Jolla, “among 
the recognized highly merited edu- 
cational inetitutione of the State. 

Bishop. Johnson has so added to 
his labors by the extension of his 
work and the growth of the con- 
gregations, that he is no longer 
able to compass tne demands made 
upon his time and iabors.

Mr. Pitts to engage tn the reeearch 
of the origin and foreee of r “gion 
and science, and during hie residence 
in Los Angeles this subject greatly 
abeorbed his time and mind. Ila 
was nearing the completion of this 
work at his death, and I believe the 
manuscript is insuch eondition aa to 
permit its publication. 

But two weeks azo, under my 
repeated and urgent importunine. 
Mr. Pitts consented to submit hi« 
misrcellaneous writings, principally 
verse, for publication, and he en- 
trusted the manuecript to me for 
editing and review.

For the last two months the fish ton- 
nage of.California has been not more than 
a tenth part of that for the same months 
last year. For six weeks the fishing boats 
were tied to the ‘wharves and the canneries 
were idle, while the fishermen protested to 
the Legislature against the State law under 
which the State Market Director was em- 


While the great war was actually in prog- 
ress the Federal Food Control! Department 
Protected the fishing. industry from the 
State Market Director; but as soon as that 
department ceased to function Director 
Weinstock became the official price-fixer for 
the fishermen. After enduring his tyranny 
for a few months about 10,000 of them re- 
fused to go down to the sea in fishing boats 
again uptil they were permitted to fix their 
Own prices for the products of their own 
hooks and nets. They preferred the unwrit- 
ten but immutable law of supply and de 
mand to any artificial price list fixed by one 
who knew neither the danger, the mysteries 
nor the lure of the sea. 

When they made their appeal to the Leg- 
islature the justice of their cause was 50 
self-evident that a bill was passed repealing 
the price-fixing act with but four negative 
votes. The vote"in the Assembly was unan- 
imous. The four who voted to syptain the 
act permitting the Market Director to fix 
the price of fish were hold-over Senators 
who were stil] fighting In their fancy the 
disastrous Armageddon campaign. It was 
expected that the bill would be signed 
Promptly by Gov. Stephens and that State 
interference with the fishing industry would 
cease. 

But word now comes from Sacramento 
that Gov. Stephens is hesitating about sign- 
ing the bill.

UNS AND TREATY. 

Germany is dying hard. Passing from 
a first-rate to a third-rate power within a 
brief period ef twelve months is a process 
at which any people would rebel. The des- 
perate straits to which Germany was re- 
duced by the war-mad Hohenzollerns have 
been known for months to the world at 
large outside the territories of the Central 
Powers and by the heads of the German 
government; but the truth fs just beginning 
to come home to the populations of the 
German states. Those who kept their eyes 
blinded steadfastly to the truth received a 
rude awakening when the summary of the 
peace terms was published in the German 
press. 

When the Brest-Litovsk treaties were 
concluded fifteen months ago the German 
press complacently recounted that Ger- 
many’s commissioners were returning from 
Brest, their baskets filled like those of 
thrifty housewives with choice bargains. 
But the same press now walls that Ger- 
many's commissioners at Versailles are to 
return home sans baskets and sans clothes, 
walking in barrels. It is Germany's first 
experience in a hundred years with a peace 


Plainly, it was not the expectation of the 
Allies and the United States that the terms 
of the peace treaty which they prepared 
should be agreeable to Germany. Western 
jurisprudence permits the prisoner fn the 
dock to make his plea, but does not give 
him a Voice in fixing his sentence. Wild 
tongues have been loosed beyond the Rhine; 
mass meetings are being held and the gov- 
ernment is importuned to permit the people 
to arm themselves and resist to the death a 
peace of violence. The populations of 
Eastern Prussia are crying that they will 
die fighting for the Prussian Eagles rather 
than cantinue ‘to live under any other flag. 

But the Allies provided for all such con- 
tingencies when the armistice terms were 
drawn. Allied troops occupy points of van- 
tage along the east banks of the Rhine and 
ate in position to compel the acquiescence 
of the population of recalcitrant German 
states. The heads of the German govern- 
ment know that further resistance is hope- 
less, as is evidenced by the following Ber- 
lin dispatch: 7 

“Even if important changes are not 
made by the negotiations begun at Ver- 
sailles there remains no choice but to 
bow to compulsion and sign the treaty,” 
says an appeal to the central committee 
of the Independent Socialist party (one 
of the most powefful of the German po- 
litical groups) in the party organ Die 

Freiheit this morning. 

It is not easy for the stiff German knee 
to bow to compulsion; but it is apparent 
that the German leaders are preparing to 
accept the inevitable. There is a possibil- 

, however, that the Allied commissioners 

ay be willing to modify some of the more 
stringent terms of the treaty in return for 
adequate pledges on the part of Germany 
that it will be faithfully observed. A cer- 
tain elasticity is always permissible in the 
first draft of treaties; there generally is 
something to be relinquished in barter and 
exchange. Minor compromises may be con- 
templated by the Allied commissioners 
themselves; for there is no desire to wreak 
revenge on the German people, beyond the 
necessity for guaranteeing the future peace 
of the world. Germany will sign the treaty 
and sien it SUBSTANTIALLY AS IT IS. 
The war will not break out again—no!

ELL DONE, GOOD AND FAITHFUL 

The successful floating of the Fifth 
liberty Loan is a genuine achievement 
more important in its accomplishment than 
surface indications may indicate. We have 
become so accustomed to talking in mil- 
lions or even billions that the figures glide 
glibly from our lips and we pass on to other 
and even more ambitious elocutionary math- 
ematics. 

It was generally assumed at the begin- 
ning of the loan that the selling of $32,000,- 
000 worth of government bonds was a mat- 
ter of overnight solicitation, forgetting the 


magnitudinous sweep conveyed by the sym-. 


bols of a dollar sign, a three, a two and a 
row of six ciphers, or that the sum involved 
is about three times that required to run 
all of the departments of the city for a 
whole year, and half the total income from 
the orange production of the entire State. 

Chairman Henry 8. McKee and his corps 
of expert chiefs in charge of the latest and, 
we are told, the last loan labored under no 
such illusion. He knew, and they knew, 
what it meant tc raise such a stupendous 
sum on top of a $40,000,000 tax levy and a 
$49,000,000 Fourth Liberty Loan subscrip- 
tion, completed but six months ago and 
still, in large measure, being paid for. It 
was well enough to cry patriotism and duty 
and all that, but these men knew that if 
they failed Los Angeles would wear a scar- 
let letter and be pointed out up and down 
the cross roads of the world as the city 
that failed. 

Without detracting in any particular from 
the splendid response finally made, almost 
at the eleventh hour, by an aroused public, 
The Times is convinced that the Southland 
owes its deliverance from the contumely 
which would have followed failure to Henry 
S. McKee, who brought to the chairman- 
ship of the Southern California State Cen- 
tral Liberty Loan Committee unusual abil- 
ity in organizing, launching and bringing to 
successful culmination campaigns as far- 
reaching as those which involved the rais- 
ing of millions of dollars in thé several Lib- 
erty Loans; to R. H. Moulton, the efficient 
campaign manager: to James Sheldon Ri- 
ley, whose work in building up an industrial 
organization which turned in half of the to- 
tal; to R. H. Ballard and Mrs. J. T. Ander- 
son, who established and kept going effi- 
ciently and apocessfully a precinct organ- 
ization which included thousands of men 
and women workers and which raised $10, 
000,000; to W. B. Hunnewell, whose ability 
as organizer and statistician found full 
scope in the county work and auditing de- 
partment; to Leslie B. Henry, who wént up 
and down the line carrying the gospel; to 
J. C. Jessen, who handled the motion-pic- 
ture “stunts” which produced another mil- 
lion, and to the exceptionally able assistants 
which these heads of departments called to 
their ald. The work of this staff of ex- 
perts was entirely voluntary, and they lIa- 
bored literally day and night devising and 
carrying into effect ways and means to 
bring about the result so happily achieved 
last Saturday noight. 

The organization was almost perfect. The 
very fact that it stood up for weeks against 
the apathy which so seriously threatened 
the success of the loan is the strongest evi- 
dence of its wonderful co-ordination. The 
men were leaders in their lines. They 
could not have been secured as “hired 
hands.” Their skill and genius were not for 
sale. They represented the big money- 
makers of the community.

THE MAGAZINES. 


Flabbergasted by the Rush of 
Current Events. 


BY GORDON RAY YOUNG. 

If there is such a thing as Karma, 
as the Theosophical . Brotherhood 
would have us believe, the people 
who have their worries in this world 
are being justly punished for certain 
little evil things done before they 
were born. And what guilty and 
cruel ancients must have been those 
who are now editors of the monthly 
magazines that deal in “current” 
events. 

The tews breaks so fast and sit- 
uations change so rapidly that news- 
papers are kept scrambling to be 
timely. A newspaper hits the press 
every twenty-four hours and probably 
three times in that twenty-four—dur- 
ing these kaleidoscopic events—the 
aspect of the same story ts changed. 

What magazine can hope to keep 
up with the shift of events? The 
Italian representative has with- 
drawn from the Peace Conference; 
he sends word that he is coming 
back; he won't come back unless 
Fiume fs given Italy; “nothing do- 
ing, say the Big Three—oh, yes, 
twelve hours later they have re- 
considered and think maybe the 


Jugo-Slavs cah be satisfied with a 


landing place for boats somewhere 
else on the Adriatic. 

Imagine a magazine that goes to 
press ten to sixty days before publi- 
cation, trying to inform anybody of 
what is happening. And the month- 


er pathetically, hedging on all sides 
of q and conjec- 
turing and not daring to commit 
themselves to anything like a defi- 
nite statement—not even that the 
war is over! No, the armistice may 
be broken and the German Bolshevi- 
ki take up arms, 


Even the magazines that make no 
pretense of keeping close against 
the heels of the news have found 
themselves in a queer pickle. Last 
month one of the more prominent 
had an article by an officer on the 
war, expressing in «a vein of subdued 
optimism the belief that Germany 
would eventually be licked. That 
Officer knew the war was over. He 
knew it as soon as anybody. So did 
the editor of the magazine. But 
most of the magazines are made up 
and go to press two to three months 
before publication; and their “cur- 
rent comment” is about as fresh as 


magazines lived gulltiessly in pre 
vious incarnations. Most of them 
were caught with safes and columns 
jammed full of war stories at that 
very psychological moment when 
the whole fiction-reading sublic, 
north, east, south and west, as with 
one gesture, raised his forbid@ing 
hand and said: “Nix on the wart” 
The frantic effort to eliminate all 
trace of war is apparent in the pure- 
ly-fiction magazines from highbrows 
to those that think their greatest 
claim to merit is to have on the 
covérs the pictures of bizarre maid- 
ens reduced to that interesting stage 
of deshabille when the next slfp of 
an unmentionable would leave the 
| feminine form ready for an Eden 
pantomime. 
Most of the magazines are dull 
and stupid these days. The editors, 
like the Senator ‘rom. Texas, are 
wondering “where are we at”? They 
come out regularly’ and clamor 
mightly, but none of them have 
caught the popular drift. Jéalously, 
each is eyeing the other, ready to 
imitate the first symptom of a suc- 
cessful stunt. As a matter of fact 
the highbrow-fiction magazines have 
been on the road to abstract meta- 
physics for some time, and they go 
in for “style”—not romance nor real- 
ism, not anything robust or stirring, 
or thrilling, but just “style.”

REJECTS NEW PLEA

$5. which she paid him. 

The couple were married in Santa 
Ana, January 18, 1913. They have 
no children. Mrs. McComas claims 
that a property settlement was 
forced upon her, Mr. McComas keep- 
ing her locked up in a room until 
she signed it. He denied this. She 
claimed in her original complaint 
that she found hair pins and a lady's 
handkerchief in the tomneau of Mr. 
McComas's automobile. She also 
found a lady's black velvet bag in 
@ pocket of the machine. 

She claims he struck and threat- 
ened her. Once. she says, her 
brother. Roger Gray, picked up a 
gun and told Mr. McComas he would 
use it if he did not cease his abuse 
of Mrs. McComas.
